towpos, April 7.—Advices received here 
from several of the principal capitals of Bu- 
rope show thatthe political situation on the 
continent is regarded as alarming by the 
leading statesmen and djplomats. Several 
significant moves have been made during the 
past few days. The action of the Russian au- 
thorities in doubling the strength of the Rus- 
sian forces in Wolhynia 1s gravely discussed 
n the capitals of the various countries. 

The greatest activity prevails among the 
troops garrisoning the principal fortified 
places in France. The troops are being con- 
tinually drilled m the usual military tactics, 
and in addition they have been subjected toa 
series of sudden night alarms betokening 
the approach of an enemy, in order to test 


their ability to rapidly respond to a call to re- 

ja foe. . 

4 telegram from Buda Pesth says the er 
Lioyd publishes an article to-day stating t 
according to semj-official news which has 
been received from Berlin the general Euro- 
pean situation is regarded in the German 
capital as threatening. 

In connection with these rumors of war, 
the statement is significant that Emperor 
William's prestige in Germany has been en- 
tirely destroyed by the failure of his III 
advised attempt to enter into amicable rela- 
tions with France. The Emperor’s character 
and proceedings are mow being dis- 
cussed in all companies with a freedom which 
has been unknown in Germany during the 
last thirty years, and everybody is speculat- 
ing upon what will be his next blunder. The 
latest ‘freak of the Emperor before setting 
out on his travels was to bring up the tor- 
pedo boat Potsdam and manouver her in per- 
son on the Spree in the presence of enormous 
crowds of much astonished spectators. 


THE GUELPH FUND. 
KAISER WILLIAM WILL INTERVIEW VICTORIA— 
BERLIN TOPICS. 

BERLIN, April 7.—It is said that the Kaiser 
has requested another interview with Queen 
Victoria to talk over the Guelph fund dim 
culty and other family matters. The Queen, 
itis said, would be satisfied with the pay 
ment to Duke of Cumberland of 
the interest of the fund, which in- 
terest amounts to about £100,000 a 
year. The Kaiser wants the Duke to surren- 
der his claims tothe Hanoverian throne, It 
is thought that Queen Victoria’s influe 
may induce the Duke to surrender. 

Among the Berlin stories of the Guelph 
fund is one to the effect that Bismarck te 
sented 50,000 marke from the fund tot 
of the Secret Political Police, in return for 
and recognition of his services in carrying 
out the personal aims of Bismarck. 

GRAND DUKES AT THE CAPITAL. 

The Grand Duke of Luxemburg has s»licited 
and obtained permission from the Kaiser to 
visit Berlin about the end ofthismonth. The 
Grand Duke of Baden has fitted up a magnifi- 
cent residence in Berlin, which he will oc- 
cupy while residing there as commander ofa 
brigade of the guards. The relations be- 
tween Germany and Luxemburg are watched 
with much jealousy in France, but are every 
day becoming closer. 

CHILIAN INTERESTS. 

It appears that Chancellor Caprivi’s resolu- 
tion to senda strong fleet to Chillan waters 
was prompted by recent news received at 
Hamburg of the treatmentto which German 
vessels were being subjected. The insurgent 
feet has selzeda German bark loaded with 
coaland carried it off, cargo and all.

C. All present were most profoundly im 
pressed by the sad scene, and considerable 
emotion was displayed as Justice Stephen, in 
low tones, thanked his colleagues for the 
good feeling showed towards him, and the 
tears swelling to his eyes, as well as into the 
eyes of many others there, wished them 
good-bye and left the bench for the last time. 
Justice Stephen’s wife and other members of 
the family who were present were also Over- 
come with emotion as the veteran Judge ex- 
pressed his thanks for the kindness which 
cheered his retirement from the high position 
he had 80 long held. 


IRISH AFFAIRS. 


CLERICAL INTERFERENCE IN POLITICS—VIEWS 
OF NON-CONFORMISTS. 


Lovpox, April 7.—The feeling of uneasiness 
which is gaining ground among the English 
Liberals as to clerical interference in Irish 
politics has been powerfully voiced by Lord 
Edmond Fitzmaurice in an address tothe 
Reading Liberals. Lord Fitzmaurice said 
that Protestant as he was, he desired to 
recognize that Ireland was chiefly a Roman 
Catholic country, but they must equally bear 
in mind that Ireland was not altogether 
Roman Catholic, and that a place must be 
Kept secure for the Protestant in the politics 
of the country. He added that it was most 
Gesirable that nothing should be done to 
increase the difficulties of the situation by 
striking the nete Of ecclesiastical bigotry: 
Lord Edmond’s apprehensions are widely 
shared by English non-conformists as well as 
Irish Protestants, and the slurs on the Or- 
angemen in the Sligocontest have greatly 
tended to exasperate that order.

A GENERAL STRIKE. 


THE QUESTION UNDER CONSIDERATION BY THE 
BELGIAN WORKMEN. 

BRUSSELS, April %7.—The Belgian Work- 
men’s Party now in session in Brussels is 
considering the question of ordering a gene- 
ral strike. The strike was originally fixed 
for Aprili, but postponed to avait the ac- 
tion of the Miners’ International Congress. 
The Congress, however, has done nothing 
and the Belgian workmen still hesitate to 
sacrifice Belgian industry in the general 
caus@of labor. The cessation of manufac- 
tu in Belgium would afford golden oppor- 
tunity to the depressed industries of England 
and France, with which Belgium enters into 
cheaper competition. A number of partial 
strikes are already going on in different 
parts of Belgium, but without apparent con- 
cert of action. 

Comparisons made atthe Paris miners’ 
conference show that the Belgian miners are 
the worst paid of any, their average wages 
being 2 daily. French miners re- 
ceive s shillings and German miners are 

from 3 to 4 four shillings, but it has only been 
since their strikes of 1 that the Germans 
have received such amounts.

PANAMA, Via Galveston, April 7.—Passen- 
gers who have just arrived inthiscity by 
steamer from Valparaiso declare that the 
cause ofthe revolutionists is making prog- 
ress.

MINISTER SWIFT’S DEATH. 


THE FUNERAL CEREMONIES AT YOKOHAMA— 
JAPANESE NEWS. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 7.—The particu- 
lars of the death of John F. Swift, United 
States Minister to Japan, arrived here on the 
steamer Rio de Janeiro. Mr. Swift had been 
prostrated by an attack of influenza early in 
the year, but was supposed to have entirely 
recovered. On March Whe complained ot a 
pain in the region of his heart and went to 
bed. That night while talking to Mrs. Swift 
he suddenly expired without further warn- 
ing. Death was attributed to heart failure. 
The body was takento Yokohama, where 
it was received with great honors. 
A8 the funeral procession reached 
Yokohama minute guns were fired from the 
United States steamer Alliance. The funeral 
arrangements were made by the American 
Colony and were participated in by the Jap- 
anese Officials, the foreign diplomatic corps, 
the American legation, Admiral Belknap and 
staff. The funeral services were held in the 
American Episcopal Church at Tokio, March 
18. The coffin was draped with the United 
States fag and was covered with flowers, 
some of which were sent from the Imperial 
household. The services were con- 
ducted by Bishop Williams. The 
remains were escorted to the train by 
the foreign and Japanese ministers, the 
naval and military officers and a large de- 
tachment of troops. At Yokohama sailors 
from the United States, British, Italian and 
Japanese men-of-war acted as an escort. 
Bishop Williams conducted the services at 


the cemetery. A wreath soni. lgthe meer 
was buried inthe grave. © remains are 
only temporarily interred at Yokohoma, and 
will be conveyed to California. 

CAPT. MORRIS’ STORY. 

The Japan Daily Advertiser publishes a con- 
traction of the sensational story printed in 
the American papers some timeago. The 
story was told dy Capt. Morris of the sealing 
schooner Helesa, in which he stated that 
Russiam cruisers captured three poaching 
sealing schooners, killingseven of the Japan- 
ese without cause. Morris told a tale of 
frightful punishment in having to work two 
years in the Siberian coal mines, not seeing 
daylight for tWo years and being chained 
to a maniac, The Advertiser prints a 
statement from the commander of one of the 
seized vessels. He says that three schooners 
were captured for poaching and the vessels 
taken to Viadiovstock and confiscated. Mor- 
ris was on the Helena, but not as captain. 
The officers and crew were turned loose on 
the beach and two weeks afterwards were 
taken to Yokohomaon a steamer. The men 
were all treated well and suffered no priva- 


tions. 
EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 

The returns from the customs department 
of Japan forthe year i689 state that exports 
show a falling off of $12,500,000 and imports an 
excess of $14,000,000 over the previous year. 
This was owing to the failure of the rice crop 
and the holding of silk for better prices. Ot 
the trade with different nations the decrease 
is the greatest with France and the United 
States. Germany, however, shows a large 
increase, as do Corea and Australia. The silk 
season Of 1890-’91 will show decreased exports 
and tea will have a falling off in value.

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A Sensational Divorce Suit Preceded 
by an Abduction. 


THE MARITAL TROUBLES OF YOUNG 
MRS, SAMUEL GATY STONE.

A Wife’s Sad Story of Oruelty; Neglect 
and Abandonment— Parties Prom- 
inent in Local Society, the Wife For- 
merly Miss Lucy Barnum—A Startling 
Abduction Last Sunday Afternoon.

They will be filed in the Circuit Court to- 
morrow, and Mrs. Lucy Barnum Stone will in 
the petition then fled ask for a divorce from 
Samuel Gaty Stoneon the ground of cruelty, 
harsh treatment and general neglect. 

WELL KNOWN 6OCIETY PEOPLE. 

The petitioner, Mrs. Lucy Barnum Stone, 
formerly Miss Lucy Barnum, is one of the best 
known young married ladies of st. Louis 
society. She is related to many of the best 
families of St. Louls, has also a large and in- 
fluential connection in New York City, is a 
niece oi the late Theron Barnum, and in her 
maidenhood days was one of the prettiest and 
most popular of local belles. | 

The respondent, Samuel Gaty Stone, is a 
son of ex-Congressman Stone and is himeelf 
one of the best known young men about 
town. His family also stands high in St. 
Louis and the charges preferred against him 
by his wife will be read with astonishment 
by the many friends of both families. 

Last Sunday afternoon Mr. stone forcibly 
abducted his B- year old son, little Barnum 
Stone, from his mother’s arms, 
snatching the boy ‘away as 
the mother, accompanied by her 
grandmother, was giving the child a ride on 
the Chouteau avenue cars. The abduction 
precipitated the proceedings fora divorce, 
which were, however, determined upon be- 
fore the father took that sensational action.

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FROST IN FLORIDA. 


The Coldest Ever Known at This Season of 
the Year. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Signal Office 
furnishes the following bulletin to the press: 

The condition of unusually low tempera- 
ture mentioned in the special bulletinof yes- 
terday as prevailing over Northern Florida 
and Southern Georgia has moved southward, 
and this morning extends over the whole of 
the Florida peninsula, producing, except in 
the northern portion, the coldest weather 
ever known there at this season of the year. 
The mininum temperatures at Titusville, 
Tampa, Jupiter and Key West were 34 deg., 
88 deg., 388 deg., and 34 deg. respectively, be- 
ing from 7 to 10 deg. lower than any previous 
recorded during April. Killing frosts occurred 
this morning as far south as Jupiter Inlet, 
and it is probable that early fruits and vege- 
tables throughout this section have been 
severely injured.

CAMP MORTON PRISONERS. 


Controversy About Their Treatment Dur- 
ing the Rebellion. 

New York, April 7.—If W. R. Holloway of 
Indianapolis, private secretary to Gov. Mor- 
ton during the civil war, does as he says he 
will do there will be a fine controversy. Dr. 
John A. Wyeth of this city wrote an article 
which appeared in a magazine for April. 
This article was about the treatment of Con- 
federate prisoners of waratCamp Morton, 
near Indianapolis, trom November, 1863, to 
February, 1865, and set forth as the personal 
experience of the writer a tale of horror 
equal in some respects to the stories of Libby 


Prison or Andersonville. It charged 
that the Confederate prisoners were 
almost starved, and ate rats and 


dogs, were unprotected from the rigors of a 
terrible winter and suffered all sorts of indig- 
nities. Mr. Holloway says he visited Camp 
Morton nearly every day and that he pro- 
poses to prove that Dr. Wyeth does not state 
facts. Dr. Wyeth said last night: I have 
read Mr. Holloway’s statement and I amanx- 
ious that he shall try to disprove what I have 
written. Lam ina great measure prepared 
for him with incontrovertible documents and 
within a few weeks I shall be still better pre- 
pared. I have waited twenty-eight years be- 
fore publishing this story, as I wished all the 
prejudice with the feeling of recent wrongs 
engendered to die out and 1 think I wrote 
with fairness—with great moderation even. 

»The editors of the magazine investigated 
my figures before they published the article. 
They found that I was absolutely right—that 
I had been more moderate thanthe facts 
would have justified. I confined myself to 
my personal experiences—to the things that 
came under my owneyes. I heard of many 
things from comrades which were undoubt- 
edly true and which were worse than the 
things that I published, Dut which I would 
not use because I had not seen them. We 
were men from Alabama, Louisiana and other 
warm States, used to a sunny climate. We 
were not sheltered against the winter; we 
had no medical attention for sickness. Then 
there were horrors of starvation incredible. 
For years and years there has been a great 
uproar about Libby Prison and Andersonville. 
Union prisoners were not treated as they 
should have been, but we had the excuse that 
we had only foodand clothing and medicine 
enough for ourown men. For Camp Morton 
no such excuse could be offered. The Federal 
Government never gave mea bitof clothing 
all the time I was there, and gave little to 
any of the others. 

“There were plenty of doctors and there was 
plenty of medicine in Indianapolis, yet the 
sick were allowed to die of trifling allments. 
And those prisoners were starved within 
sight of fields of grain. 

These facts were published in part ina 
Georgia magazine’ by the Rev. J. G. Wilson 
of St. Louis before he died. I can get ample 
confirmation of my story from comrades im- 
prisoned with me and now living in various 
parts ofthe South. Senator Pasco of Florida 
was there at the time and will bear me out in 
whatI have said. The official figures show 
the death rate to have been 1, 700 or 1, 800 in 
10, 000, and that speaks for itself.

EFFECT OF ITS REMOVAL BY THE GER- 
MAN GOVERNMENT. 


Belief That France Will Also Change Her 
Policy of Restriction—The Price of Hog 
Products Will Be Increased in This 
Country—Dealers’ Views. 


New York, April 7.—The removal of the 
pork embargo by Germany has been expected 
for some time and the report received yester- 
Gay was not therefore an entire surprise. 
The general opinion among dealers in pork 
products was that the removal of the restric- 
tions on American pork in France was a ques- 
tion of a short time only, and the belief was 
expressed that even with both of these coun- 
tries thrown open once more there would be 
no great rise in prices or immediate increase 
in exports. : 

_**Idon’t look for any excitement in the 
pork market, said a member of the firm of 
H. O. Armour &Co. ‘‘I don’t think, either, 
that there will be any great and immediate 
increase in exports of hog products. I would 
not be surprised, though, if we eventually 
Dullt up a large market for these products in 
both France and Germany. The trade with 
those countries was never of the importance 
imagined by some.’’ 

EXPORT STATISTICS.

THE REPUBLICANS WILL BE MOST INGLORI- 
OUSLY BEATEN. 


The Big Independent Vote Surprises All 
the Politicians. 


THE LEADERS OF THE MOVEMENT MOST 
SANGUINE OF SUCCESS. 


A Very Hélivy Vote Cast and a Great Deal 
of Scratching Being Done All Over the 
City—Over Half the Republican Voters 
Believed to Have Gone Back on the 


Party Ticket. 


The Independent voter is in action to-day 
and is making his presence felt in every one 
of the twenty-eight wards in the city, 

The day could hardly have deen more fa- 
vorable for an election. As à result there 
was a heavy vote early in 
the day, and at 7 o’clock this 
evening there will, it is generally believed, 
be from forty to forty-five thousand ballots 
in the boxes, even thought it 
is an of year. The Independent 
movement surprised the party machine 
workers. They gave it credit for some 
strength, but did not anticipate that 
it would get -out the heavy vote 
it is receiving in every section of the city to- 
day. 80 pronounced was its  vot- 
ing strength, m fact, that as early as 10 
o’clock this morning sagacious politicians 
agreed that the Republicans were out of the 
race and that it would be a hard 
fight between the Independent Munici- 
pal and the Democratic tickets. The 
management of the Independent party ex- 
pected a heavy vote in many ofthe wards, 
and looked for =Mtittle from others. 
They were agreeably surprised when 
reports were brought in early to-day show- 
ing strength in wards where it 
was not expected. In the First 
Ward for instance, which is one 
of the worst bossed sections of the city,a 
heavy Independent vote was received in the 
precincts directly under the supervision of 
the ward bosses. 

In the West End, notably the Twentieth, 
Twenty-second, Twenty-fifth and Twenty- 
eighth wards, the Independents voted 
early and voted against the machine 
tickets.

Promi- 
nent brewers have made representations 
indicating a marked preference for the Inde - 
pendent ticket. If this vote, which will 
be cast between 5 and 7 o'clock

or a good share of it, it will, in the opinion of 
many, wreck a section of the Democratic 
slate ticket. 

The down-town wards gave the 
ocratic slate candidates a 
sized vote, but ., this 
expected.

THE TEN THOUSAND DOLLAR BEAUTY 
DISCUSSES BASE BALL. 


Nashville Pool-Rooms Will Test the New 
Tennessee Law—Young Dempsey De- 
feated — Hall and Fitzsimmons Will 


Fight—Sporting News in General. 


Mike Kelly, the $10,000 beauty, and his gal- 
any of ball players arrived here this morning 
and registered at the Lindell Hotel. They 
come to open the American Association 
championship season here to-morrow with 
the St. Louis Browns. They were joined here 
by Robinson, the old second baseman of the 
Browns, who ts to take care of that bag for 
Kelly’s team. Robinson is the picture of health 
and promises to prove quite an acquisition to 
the Cincinnati Association Club. Kelly is 
rather proud of his team, and in speaking of 
the men he said: 

„We all have bets of hats that we will not 
take a drink during the season. Itis not an 
extravagant bet, but I’ think nevertheless 
that all the boys will remain straight, as 
they are a well-behaved lot of young fellows. 
I think I have one of the best lot of 
players, so far as behavior is concerned, 
that can be found anywhere in the country. 
We will be in the race, too. The club will 
finish third or better. I do not say we will 
win the pennant, but we will be either first, 
second or third. It is a very hard matter to 
say which club will win and I should not like 
to venture a prediction. 

‘*Boston has a pretty strong team, has it 
not? 

‘*Well, I should say Boston has. And they 
have the people there with them, too. 
The League will not be in 
it. Fast Day the League club played there 
against Brooklyn, champions of the League 
last season. We played against the Associa- 
tion team, and despite the strong attraction 
at the League Park we drew 1,300 people more 
than they did according to their own admis- 
sion. You know how they are given to mis- 
representing attendance, and you can rely 
upon it that there was a much greater 
difference than that in the _  attend- 
ance.

Louis 
pitcher has never reported for duty and de- 
clares that he will not play with Mr. Von der 
Ahe because the latter fined him in 1889, when 
there were complaints about his poor pitch- 
ing. King denies that he has signed with 
any other team. but it is generally believed 
that he has either signed or agreed’ to sign 
witn another team, but his contract was not 
to be made public until after the 
case against Baldwin had been disposed of.

Last year he 
was engaged by Bookmaker Walbaum, and 
the Dyer Bros. had second call on his ser- 
vices. Karly in the season he rode with 
great brilliancy, but after his marriage in 
the middle ofthe summer he seemed fora 
time to lose his accustomed dash, and finally 
took a short vacation. He is now riding 
in good form on the Jersey winter 
tracks, but thus far withoutan engagement 
for 1891. Plunger ‘‘Pittsburg Phil’’ has been 
negotiating to secure him, it is said, but the 
two cannot agree as to terms. In the light of 
his past success Bergen should be cheap at 
any price he chooses to demand.

Farrell forced the fighting 
throughout, but was rather wild, and Daly 
had a shade the better ofthe set-to. In the 
opening round Farrell commenced proceed- 
ings with a rush, and landed a stunning left- 
hand blow on Daly’s face, driving him to the 
ropes. The Pittsburg peeler followed this up 
with a swinging right-hander, which missed 
its mark. Daly planted his right hand over 
Farrell’s heart, and the round closed by Far- 
rell rushing his man, but he missed more 
blows thah he landed. This was Farrell’s 
round. 

The men came up fresh for the second 
round. Farrell again rushed matters, and 
finally succeeded in swing his right into Da- 
ly’s ribs. Daly retaliated a moment later by 
planting his left into Farrell's face, and when 
the latter again rushed he was met by Daly’s 
right befng planted on his ear. Fast and fu- 
rious fighting followed, Daly’s blows being 
better directed. Each struck the other in a 
clinch, and at the end of the round Farrell 
was atrifie groggy. 

The men came up for the third round inany- 
thing buta good humor. Twice Farrell rushed 
his man, and while they wereclinched the 
second time he began hitting Daly over the 
heartand stomach. Daly retaliated and it 
became a common rough-and-tumble fight, 
each man holding the other with his left 
hand and punching away with his right. The 
police interfered, and after much trouble the 
men were separated andthe battle stopped. 
Daly had decidedly the better of the in-fight- 
ing at the close, as thatis one of his strong- 
holds. As Farrell had started the unfair 
tactics, and Daly had a shade the better of 
the fight, as faras it progressed, the referee 
decided Daly the victor. Farrell has not im- 
proved since his set-to with McCaffrey. He is 
a powerful, but green and unscientific fighter, 
hitting very wildly and using no judgment. 
He seemsunable to keep cool and exhausts 
himself by the many wild blows he falls to 
land,
